May it please Your Excellency, 

We the Members of the Congested Districts Board for Ireland, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency the Twenty-seventh 
Report of our proceedings under the Congested Districts Board 

(Ireland) Acts. , . ,, 

Before giving a detailed account of the proceedings during the 
period that would ordinarily be dealt with in this Report, it appears 
to the Board that the time is suitable for a review of the work done 
by the Board since it was first established under the Purchase ot 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891. 

The Board occupies a unique position among all spending. 
Public Departments in Ireland, as it was given practically un- 
limiied discretion over the yearly income placed at its disposal. 
Such freedom enabled the Board to take prompt action to carry 
into effect the various projects approved of ; and it is to the posses- 
sion of such wide discretionary powers that the successful results 
of the Board’s work are to be attributed. 

In 1891 the income of the Board was about 1)50,000 a year, but 
under subsequent Acts this income was increased to about £95,000 
and under the Irish Land Act of 1909 the income was increased 
to £250 000 a year. The original, and still continuing discretionary 
powers of the Board were conferred by legislation introduced by 
Mr. Arthur Balfour when Chief Secretary for Ireland, while the 
Greatly increased powers and income are due to the Act of E a i~ 
fiament promoted by Mr. Birrell in 1909. The expenditure of 
the Board is subject to a continuous monthly audit by the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General, and to a review by the Committee 
of Public Accounts of the House of Commons. 

FIRST EEEORT TO APPLY A PERMANENT REMEDY. 

In the year 1890 destitution occurred over a large area in the 
West of Ireland, and in 1891 Mr. Arthur Balfour, by proposing 
the establishment of the Congested Districts Board, was the first 
Minister of the Crown to make any practical effort in the Imperial 
Parliament towards providing modes other than primitive agri- 
culture for the support of the insufficiently fed and wretchedly 
housed inhabitants of the Congested Districts. 
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SURVEY OP CONGESTED DISTRICTS IN 1891. 

When the Board entered upon its duties in 1891 its first Ann,, « 
Report to Parliament states that it began its work by decidin' 
that a minute examination into the existing condition of the m 
habitants should be undertaken, by which their means of ]».’ 
hnood, and other relevant particulars should be carefully recorded" 
. e ? am ® Annual Report also states that this survey 'was made 
m order that the Board might have on record precise information 
as to the condition of the Western districts at the time so tint 
progress might in future be judged and estimated from (to Quote 
the illustration given by Mr. Arthur Balfour) a ■■base-line” 
measured at the starting of the Board’s work, and before nlain 
tor improvement were put into operation. 

The advantage of this course is apparent, as now it is possible 
owing to this survey, to compare the condition of the people at 
the present time with what it was in 1891, and to form an estimate 
ot the value of the work done for the improvement of the districts.

0rse - bt ) ing 011 the border-line of absolute 
destitution In addition to their potatoes and oats consumed 
at home, the cash receipts by sale of cattle, sheep, pigs, eggs or 
fish amounted m each better-off family to £24 5s. lOd. a year 
m hlIe the , Poorest families, about 300 in number, 
contrived to exist on cash receipts estimated at .£8 16s. a year, 
over and above the potatoes and oats consumed, valued at £17 6s. 
a year. It is obvious that a failure of the potato crop made relief 
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works a necessity. The chief items in the expenditure side of the 
family budget of £8 16s. a year were : —

and the balance was spent in purchased, as distinguished from 
home-woven, clothing, light, groceries, and tobacco, &c. For- 
tunately they had peat fuel for the labour of cutting and saving. 
Their houses were in keeping with their income, and the same 
room sheltered human beings, live-stock, and poultry. The late 
Mr. James Hack Tuke, of York and Hitchen, one of the original 
members of the Board, to whose writings and influence the 
establishment of the Board is largely due, wrote of this district 
on the occasion of the first of his many prolonged visits to it : — 
“ Afflicting as is the general condition of Mayo there is here a 
yet lower depth in misery, a district almost as distinct from Mayo 
as Mayo is from the eastern parts of Ireland. Human wretched- 
ness seems concentrated in Erris the culminating point of man’s 
physical degradation.” Practically none of these people migrated 
to England as harvestmen and no wages were earned by men or 
women. 

Schools for lace and crochet-making were started soon after 
the Board was established, and the girls, stimulated by poverty, 
worked most industriously and acquired exceptional skill. There 
are now very few families in the district out of which at least 
one girl is not earning from ill a week upwards. In many families 
more girls than one are employed. The result is that there is now 
no exceptional poverty in the Pulathomas district in which schools 
have been established by the Board, and where thread and yarn are 
given out and finished work received for sale by the Board’s 
teacher. Most of the work, except finishing and packing, is done 
in the girls’ homes. During the past year the girls earned by the 
sale of their work, over and above the cost of materials used, a 
sum of £23,148 .at the schools or centres in the parish. These 
earnings have converted widespread destitution into general 
comfort. The Board’s efforts received the invaluable aid of the 
Catholic clergy, to whose flock all the girls belong, an observa- 
tion which is applicable to clergy throughout the Congested 
Districts. It may be stated generally 7 that none of the earn- 
ings have been foolishly spent. Cattle, sheep and pigs were 
bought with the savings ; and the hill-grazing held in commonage 
is now rather over-stocked, whereas in former times the possession 
of a couple of cattle and a few sheep was regarded as wealth for 
a family. The houses, too, have been greatly improved, as the 
Board under its Estates procedure made Grants and Loans for the 
building or improvement of houses. 

LETTERMOBE DISTRICT, SOUTH CONNEMARA. 

The Lettermore District of South Connemara, comprises the 
Islands of Gorumna, Lettermore, Lettermullen, Anaghvane 
and six smaller islands, the total population of which 
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is 577 families. In this district the sources of livelihood were 
and are quite different from those in Erris ; and it may be pointed 
out that very few localities along the sea-board make their livino 
in the same way. For this reason the Board divided the area 
confided to their charge in 1891 into 84 districts, each of which 
was the subject of a separate survey, describing the condition and 
requirements of the inhabitants. 

The five principal islands of South Connemara, with a popu- 
lation of 458 families, were either close to the mainland or to 
one another, and during the Belief Works of 1890 the Govern- 
ment started the making of causeways, bridges and roads to 
connect the five islands with one another and the mainland, and 
virtually to make them part of the mainland. The Board took 
over and completed in a few years this very heavy and costly 
undertaking, with the result that the islanders were able to get 
higher prices for their produce and that their imports cost less. 
In other ways the establishment of good means of communication 
benefited the people. Clergy, doctors and others having business 
of an official or commercial nature can drive through these islands 
with any kind of vehicle. Until the works were completed passage 
to the mainland had to be by boat, often with disastrous results, 
across rocky straits through which rapid tidal currents ran. 

Then and now the earnings of different families in the islands 
differ greatly, but some sources of income have been common to 
most. The following is a comparison of the earnings or receipts 
in 1891 and 1919. Much of the information in this preliminary 
statement was given in a condensed form to The Times for a 
Special Irish Number in November, 1919 : —

The reason that the increase under the head of com, &c., is 
relatively small is that poultry and cattle of improved breeds are 
kept in much greater numbers and are fed largely from what is 
grown on the land, so that less are sold. The quantity of land 
tilled at present is from 3 to 4 statute acres, or about double the 
extent in 1891, and far better methods of cultivation prevail, in- 
cluding more manure and the spraying of potatoes. In 1891 the 
number of open boats for collecting sea-weed for manure and 
kelp was very small, but now it would be difficult to find a. family 
without a boat for these purposes, chiefly for getting sea-weed 
These boats were purchased by loans advanced by the Board, and 
there have not been any defaulters in repayment. The posses-

A great improvement in the houses and in home-management 
ftilM f 10 ?* urgently required. Cattle, pigs, and poultry a " 
still kept within many dwelling-houses. There is also a deficincv 
in knowledge how to keep a house and the members of the familk 
m a fitting state of comfort and cleanliness. The Board 
order to get women instructed in this respect, appointed a few 
yeais ago an Insh-speakmg Instructress in Domestic Economy 
to lead and influence the women of the house in housekeeping 
cooking, laundry work, and other branches affecting home life’ 
Very few of the wives understand English, and the Instructress 
with her knowledge of Irish ways and of the Irish language has 
effected marvellous improvements in the localities where she Ins 
been V hen she began, few of the dwellings had any furniture 
worth mentioning. The family lay at night on the floor huddled 
together on straw ferns, or something of the kind without decent 
bedding or bed-clothes. The women knew no better, as for 
hundreds of years the people in the district lived neglected and 
uncared for, never stirring from their islands, and attracting 
transitory public attention only when the scandal of a famine or 
notice 6nCe ^ WheD an eviction campaign brought them into public 

To meet the want of bed-steads, tables, chairs, dressers, chests. 
®c., the Board sent a Manual Instructor in Carpentry to make 
the necessary furniture with the aid of local boys who, as pupils 
became useful with tools for other home-requirements also The 
Board sell the furniture for cash at cost price of materials and 

the demand 61 ' S Sh ° P finds im P ossible to supply promptly all 

Since 1891 postal, telegraph and money order offices, &c. 
have been extended considerably but not sufficiently, and the 
Board always give the necessary local guarantee for such exten- 
sions. 

It is too soon yet to feel assured that the improvements have 
become hxed and permanent, but it is inconceivable that any cir- 
cumstances could arise to throw the inhabitants back to their 
condition at the frequently recurring years when the public or the 
Government had to interfere to prevent starvation.

A very large inland area within which similar conditions and' 
resources exist comprises the country about Swinford, Ballagh- 
adereen, Foxford, Kiltimagh, Bally haunis and Claremorris in 
tne to. Mayo, Tubbercurry and Ardnaree in the Co. Sligo: 
Dunmore and Glenamaddy in the Co. Galway; and Castlerea in 
the Co. Roscommon. The extent of the area is 483,702 statute 
acres, on which were 25,371 families, with a population of 
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135,521 persons, out of which 4,175 families were in exceedingly 
poor circumstances in 1891 and few of the remaining families 
were thriving. The condition of most of the families in all this 
area, was very similar as regards cash receipts and expenditure,, 
housing, produce of land, and food, including that grown on the 
land- With the exception of a few families supported by labour 
given by landlords and some other residents, their only other- 
source of income in 1891, over and above the produce of their 
farms, was what was earned by migratory labour in England, each 
able-bodied man either bringing or sending back from England on 
an average £8 a season, after paying necessary expenses in 
England. Practically all the adult men migrated to England, 
in number about 14,000, and their total earnings in 1891 w-ere 
estimated at £112,000. 

Most of the families in the area tilled the same quantity 
of land, about 4-J English acres, comprising If acres in potatoes,: 
If acres in oats, meadow J- an acre, and green crops J of an acre. 
Taking an ordinary district in the area an average family’s cash 
receipts in 1891 and in 1919 were : —

The estimated expenditure amounted to £31 7s. Od. in 1891, 
and to about £100 in 1919. The details are similar to those 
already given in other cases. The value of home-grown food w-as 
estimated in 1891 at £17 per family, and in 1919 the value of the 
home-grown food consumed by the families and live stock, is 
well over £50 a year. These and similar inland districts have 
not the great advantages enjoyed by dwellers on the sea coast 
from fishing, kelp-making, and sea-weed for manure; so that, 
in addition to migratory earnings, the inland families have to 
look for improvement to better fanning and to earnings from 
the employment of girls in cottage industries. As regards in- 
dustries the Board devoted their attention at first mainly to those 
districts in which the inhabitants were nearest to the border- 
line of destitution or to the improvement of existing industries, 
as in the Co. Donegal; but in areas such as that now referred, to, 
much, especially in recent years, has been and is being done to 
increase family earnings by enabling girls to earn money in 
making lace and crochet and by knitting. The earnings from 
such employment are increasing steadily, though the number of 
families employed is as yet small compared to the total number 
of families.

But the chief hope of establishing a state of comfort for inland 
families was, in the judgment of the Board, in the consolidation 
and enlargement of holdings and in the establishment of a better 
system of agriculture and drainage, with opportunities for im- 
proving the breed's of their live stock and poultry. 

Since 1S91 families in inland areas have, as elsewhere, in- 
creased proportionately, or even more, their earnings from live 
stock, poultry, and the produce of their farms. 

GLEN COLUMBIvILLE , CO. DONEGAL. 

Apart from some tliinlv-populated remote mountain glens, the 
largest poor area in the Co. Donegal in 1891 was Glencolumkille 
and Kilcar, with part of the Ardara Parish, having a total popu- 
lation of slightly over 1,000 families, very few of whom lived in 
comfort, but were dependent on a good harvest. The families 
near the sea-coast of Donegal Bay earned from £8 to £10 a year 
by fishing, and now the earnings are worth from £40 a year 
upwards, those with a large sail or motor boat reaching a couple 
of hundred pounds a year, and even more in a few special cases. ' 
All over the district large flocks of sheep were and are grazed on 
the commonage mountains and moors, and the native wool is 
carded and spun by the women. The yarn is woven into tweed 
and flannel by local weavers and the webs or rolls are sold to 
merchants at the monthly fair of Ardara. An average family 
in 1891 rarely made more than £4 by the tweed industry in the 
year, but by' the introduction of new looms, good dyes, and 
.attractive patterns, families were enabled to make over £20 a 
year. During the war some families that were able to get 
imported wool or yarn made far more than £100 a year, and such 
.a rate of earning still continues owing to the abnormal price of 
tweed. The Board, when they began their work, sent an 
Instructor to teach weavers the use of the new looms, and, in 
conjunction with the Irish Industries Association, gave prizes 
for good tweeds, and examined and certified the number of yards 
and the quality of every roll so as to facilitate sales at the fair 
and to raise prices. Tweed used to be sold in the open street 
of Ardara no matter what the weather was, and the Board, at a 
cost of over £2,000 built a large roofed market-house. 

In 1891 the earnings of an average family in the Glencolumb- 
kille district fell just short of £30 a year, and their expenditure 
was rather more, practically every family being alway's in debt 
to the shopkeeper. Now they' pay their way, and almost univer- 
sally are in comfort according to their standard of requirements. 
Eamily expenditure has, of course, gone up with better living and 
higher prices, but the balance of their family budget is on the 
right side. 

DEVELOPMENT OE FISHEBIES. 

When the Board began its work in 1891 there were not more 
than half a dozen districts in which family receipts from fishing 
exceeded £5 in a year. Sales were relatively small except in 
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Tnishowen and Teelin in Donegal, Galway Town, Dingle, Valen- 
tf, and Baltimore, and some neighbouring places in West Cork 
At no place did the estimated receipts for fish per family exceed 
tin a year and in the surveys made m 1891, when Galway Town 
tas not scheduled as congested, in only three districts were 
Sly earnings by sale of fisli put down at more than £20 a 
veM— namely7 in North Inishowen, Co. Donegal, Valentia, Co. 

TCerrv, and Baltimore, Co. Cork. 

Alone the whole Western coast from Kerry to Donegal there 
tv'is not in 1891 a single boat that could carry a full train 
IV fishing nets. In Donegal the boats were either open Green 
ci stle ” yawls or canvas canoes; in Mayo the open boats w'eie 
inferior to those in Donegal, and the kind of fishing craft m Co. 
Galway was little better. In Kerry only seine-boats and canoes 
were used for fishing, with the exception of Dingle, .where less than. 

20 crews were employed in fishing in decked boats The Clad 
dae h ” at G alway and Dingle were the only places along the West 
roiist where families depended altogether upon fishing for a li\e- . 
lihood, but thousands of men fished in small open boats for family 
food and for local sale. Along great stretches of the West of Ireland 
fishing is impossible where the. coast line is cliff, jagged locks, 
or exposed strands of sand or shingle, so that proximity to the 
sea does not necessarily mean that there wall be fishing as a 

means of livelihood. . . _ , . 

The total expenditure upon fishing since the Board began 
its operations in 1891 to the 31st March, 1919, was £483,859, of 
which £297,539 was recovered in respect of schemes were 
reproductive, leaving a net expenditure of £186 320. in additim 
to such expenditure, loans to fishermen were made for the pmch Be 
of boats and fishing gear to the amount of £232 566 of which 
amount £162,642 has been recovered, and a balance of ±69,924 
remains uncollected, which is a good debt. Part of ms 
amount was written off where boats were wrecked, oi whe 
some large boats were surrendered or taken up by the Board foi 
toSous reasons 1 Of the balance of £69,924 more than ^ four- 
fifths of the amount is, however, due on current loans and will be 
recovered. In the case of loans for open boats and gear there 
has been practically no loss.. The irrecoverable expenditure of 
£186 320 was in respect of permanent buildings, administration 
&c„ throughout the period from 1891 to the present ’ tune. Ot 
the sum of £232,566 advanced by way of loan £135,430 was lent 
for the purchase of large motor and sail boats, and m addition 
to.SW.Th. B«d spent 417,144 fj™ 

steam-drifters for experimental purposes. While ^ experiment 
was profitable, the heavy cost of steam vessels pi events tW . 
roL P aSy extending this branch of their operation but the 
working of the schem! has shown that there is a good field lot 
local Irish capital in fishing with steam vesse s. 

EARLIEST EISHING OPERATIONS. 

The creation of a market for fish was the first step taken by 
the Board Kish-curing stations were accordingly erected at 
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■about twenty stations on the coasts of Donegal, Mayo ana 
tralway, where, owing to want of communications, fish couirl r, * 
be sent away fresh. In Kerry and Cork a market existed ana 
assistance was given m these districts by the erection or inmmve 
. ment of landing-places for boats. In 1892, and for a few years 
after, the Board bought all cod, ling, and lithe caught bv the 
fishermen at prices which now look ridiculously low an average 
m ? oz ® n of fllll - sized Ash. Curers were hired from the 

Shetland Islands, and the highest price in the market was obtained 
tor the dried fish. The Board published profit and loss accounts 
ot their transactions with the result that fish merchants went 
*0 ®° st °f the stations which were hired at low rents for short 
periods, as the Board wished to retain the power to resume 
possession of their buildings in the event of too low prices beim> 
given. Fish-curing continued on satisfactory lines until the con 5 
struction of light railways made a fresh-fish trade possible at many 
points of the coast. The immediate results of this change was 
that 12s. a dozen was at once obtained instead of 4s., and the 
present price is much more. 


HERRING AND MACKEREL FISHING. 

The next advance was the purchase of decked sailing boats, 
which were worked in some places on a share system and in others 
on the ordinary loan system. Under the share system the Board 
retained ownership and six young men were trained in each boat 
by an experienced skipper. The earnings of the boat were divided 
into nine equal shares, of which the Board kept three to repay 
cost of boat and gear, and each of the crew got one share. A great 
many boats became the property of the crews on this system, but 
as soon as larger Scottish boats came over to join in the fishing, 
the Irish fishermen also wished for larger boats. Some such were 
tried, but the men were depressed by the heavy repayments pay- 
able for the larger boats, and, giving up hope of becoming owners, 
got careless about the boats and gear. The Board accordingly 
terminated the share system and provided boats and gear on the 
loan system only. The share system is ideal if fishing and prices 
are good, as ownership is quickly secured to the fishermen, who 
do not feel the repayments so long as they also receive heavy 
payments, but the system is not, where tried, successful where 
the earnings of the boat are not large. The drawback to the 
loan system is that the half-yearly repayment instalments are 
payable on a fixed day no matter whether the earnings of the boat 
are good or bad, whereas under the share system only a. fixed 
proportion of the actual earnings is payable.' Under the substi- 
tuted loan system the borrowers are repaying punctually the 
amounts lent for the purchase of boats and fishing gear., As soon 
as large boats with nets for herrings and mackerel were obtained , 
fishing with lines and hooks was abandoned in almost all cases, as 
net-fishing has greater chances of heavy earnings. During the last 
six or seven years motor-engines have been installed in a large 
number of boats, the County Cork fishing fleet in particular being 
well supplied. Many motor-boats are also fishing on the coasts 
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of Donegal, Galway and Kerry. A loan of .£50,000 has been 
placed at the disposal of the Board for this purpose by the 
Development Commission (London), a body that is most 
sympathetic with the projects of the Board. 

, EARNINGS PROM PISHING. 

During the year 1918 a sum of £705,778 was earned by 
the sale of fish by the fishermen of the Congested Districts, over 
and above the fish consumed at home and what was sold locally, 
as to which statistics are not available. The magnitude of this 
amount is due to the high war-prices obtained, but it would have 
been far more if supplies of ice had been available, and if transit 
by steamer and rail could have been relied on. Owing to the un- 
certainty in these respects fish-buyers were obliged to pay lower- 
prices to cover themselves against loss owing to the arrival at 
English markets in many instances of fish in a condition unfit 
for human food, such loss falling upon the fish -buyers. If 
herrings and mackerel cannot be sold fresh they are salted or 
pickled in barrels, but the profits in the pickled fish-market 
do not warrant the payment of as high a price as is paid at present 
in the fresh-fish market. Practical efforts are being made to 
secure a good supply of ice ; and it is believed that the Ministry 
of Transport will do all in its power to ensure priority in transit 
and sufficient wagons and steamships for such a perishable article 
as fish. 

The port of Baltimore, County Cork, heads the list at present 
of the most successful of the fishing centres in the Congested 
Districts. Its marvellously rapid advance, after allowing for the 
unduly high war-prices, is attributable to two facts — a great in- 
crease in the number of motor-boats and an extension of the 
railway on to a new pier built by the Cork County Council with 
financial contributions from the Development Commission (by 
far the largest contributor), the Cork County Council, the Cork, 
Bandon and South Coast Railway Company, and the Congested 
Districts Board. The new Pier was begun in 1913-14 and was 
ready for traffic in a couple of years. In the last year before the 
fishing conditions were improved a sum of £8,306 was paid to 
fisherman at Baltimore. This, at war-prices for the purpose of 
comparison, would be equal to about £25,000. After the improve- 
ment of the conditions the payments to fishermen were as 
follows : — 

In 1917-18 - - - £148,744 

In 1918-19 - - - 150,970 

These figures encourage a hope that, as soon as the difficulties 
about ice supply and transit are overcome, Baltimore may reach 
the position of an important national fishing port. 

The payments at Valentia Harbour, County Kerry, are prac- 
tically equal at present with those at Baltimore, and prior to the 
railway extension at Baltimore the payments at Valentia were 
more. The conditions for landing and forwarding fish at Valentia 
are so primitive and inadequate that it is difficult to understand 
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why the Great Southern and Western Railway Company did not 
realise that Valentia, the largest fishing centre in the South of 
Ireland could be made one of the best fishing ports in the Ivino. 
dom for a relatively small expenditure on their part. There is not 
any pier or wharf where large fishing boats can go alongside, and 
all mackerel, herrings and other fish have to be transhipped in* 
punts and landed at a boatslip, from which they have to be carted 
to the railway loading bank, a distance of a couple of hundred 
yards only. The Board and the County Cuncil were willing 
to assist, and the Development Commission approved of the project 
and were willing to make a generous contribution . In the year 1912 
£16,423 was paid to fishermen at Valentia Harbour — a sum 
equivalent to (say) £50,000 at war prices, For the past two 
years the payments were as follow's : — 

In 1917-18 - - - £143,150 

In 1918-19 - - - 143,822 


The extent of the catch and prices were, by a curious coincidence, 
almost the same at Baltimore and Valetatia in two successive 


years. 

From the year 1894 efforts had been made to create and 
develop a herring fishery on the coast of the County of Donegal, 
and the first successful season w'as in the winter fishing of 1899- 
1900, when 55 decked boats and 256 open boats earned £32,194 
at Downings. From this the fishery progressed steadily and was 
attended by Scottish boats until in the year 1913, the year before 
war broke out, local boats earned £39,127 at the herring fishery, 
and, including this amount, a total of £48,685 at all kinds of 
fishing. From two to three hundred Scottish and English vessels 
also took part in the fishing, and their earnings in steamers and 
large boats were many times what was got by the relatively small 
Irish boats. Fishing" off the Donegal coast had to be restricted 
during the war owing to the visits of enemy submarine vessels, 
but in 1918 £82,189 was earned by the local fishermen, including 
£57,519 from herrings. , , , „ rn nnA 

In the year before the war £15,497, equivalent to (say) £50,000 
at war prices, was earned by fishermen in the County Galway, 
but during the past year the total mounted to £113,534. A few 
years ago a co-operative fishing society was started in the Aran 
Island, Co. Galway, the members of which Society obtained about 
£45,000 out of the gross total of £113,534. 

The following are the amounts paid to local fishermen during 
the year 1918 along the western seaboard of the Congested 
Districts : —

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This is a result, even allowing for the present high prices that 
is most satisfactory; and it shows that the expenditure of the 
Board on fishery development has been successful in contributing 
to the establishment of an industry where little existed before 
except in the Counties Kerry and Cork and at the Town of Galway * 
and there on a very much smaller scale. 

Incidental to fishing a sum of £107,645 has, since the year 1892, 
been expended by the Board on piers, boatslips, beacons, and lights" 
This amount is over and above contributions from maritime County 
Councils, which co-operate cordially with the Board. As before 
mentioned, the Development Commission has made and offered 
liberal grants to aid in the more important marine works where 
expenditure was involved beyond the financial resources of the 
Board. Although the expenditure does not affect fisheries to any 
great extent it may be stated that a sum of £84,729 has been 
expended on the making of roads, bridges, &c. , to improve local 
communications. With the same object some local steamer 
services were and are subsidised, and until the first year of the 
war the steamer “ Granuaile ” was kept by the Board for assist- 
ing in fishery and other operations by carrying salt, barrels, 
timber, cement, &c. 


DEVELOPMENT OE INDUSTRIES. 

From 1891 to the 31st March, 1919, a sum of about £86,000 
was paid to teachers of practical industries, and a further sum 
of £142,612 has been expended by grants and other expenditure 
for the development of industries. Much of this outlay of 
£142,612 was reproductive afld £100,209 has been recovered, 
leaving outstanding £42,403, a considerable part of which will be 
repaid. 

Loans for industrial purposes have, in the same period, been 
made to the extent of £36,706, of which £33,875, including 
interest, have been repaid. Loans to the amount of £3,288 are 
still outstanding and will, it is expected, be repaid in due course. 

The procedure of the Board at first was to hire or build a 
suitable schoolhouse and to appoint and pay a qualified teacher 
to give instruction to girls in the very poorest districts in lace and 
crochet work, and to arrange on behalf of the girls for the sale of 
their work. Knitting and Embroidery Classes were also opened 
at suitable centres. This work proceeded and was extended by 
degrees until the outbreak of war in 1914, when the demand for 
lace and crochet naturally fell off greatly. Industries new to the 
'Congested districts have been introduced, such as machine-knitting, 
button-making, carpet-making, &c. The receipts then increase! 
considerably, but it is to be borne in mind that while lace-making 
and crochet require only needles and thread, the materials for 
the new industries are far more costly, involving an expenditure 
on yarn, &c., of about one-third of what is received for the finished 
article. The average receipts for lace and crochet before the war 
were about £20,000 a year, most of which was paid in the poorest 
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districts. The following list will indicate the progress of work 
and sales : —

The figures are satisfactory and the earnings are still increasing. 
M hile employment that depends upon fashion must be uncertain 
the fact that a large number of skilled workers have been trained 
makes it probable that, even with changes in fashion, new work 
will be found for them, as happened when war broke out. 
Besides, the demand for lace and crochet has revived somewhat, 
so that there is good reason to hope that in future employment will 
be found for the girls, as their manual dexterity is not likely to 
fail in getting employment. 

In the Congested Districts there are 71 Female Industries 
Classes, out of w'hich 15 are in the County Donegal, but owing to 
manufacturing enterprise in that county the Board were able to 
close many of their classes there as commercial bodies and men have 
taken up the business. As the various new undertakings are in 
private hands, information is not available as to the turnover and 
earnings, but, from such knowledge as is possessed, it is certain 
that the total receipts, payments and profits of these commercial 
undertakings are far in excess of what would be possible in the 
case of the Board. The women of some districts in the County 
Donegal have for generations been proficient in knitting and 
embroidery, and the aim of the Board is to endeavour to bring 
other districts in the county to the same level of skill as exists in 
those districts where the industry has fortunately been established 
on a commercial basis. 

PURCHASE OF LAND. 

Power was not given to the Board when established in 1891 
to purchase and resell land. Only the power to purchase the 
interest of tenants in their holdings was given for the purpose of 
amalgamating the holdings of out-going tenants with those of 
neighbouring tenants. Apparently it was thought that tenants 
would be willing to sell their holdings and to emigrate, but in no 
case that the Board are aware of would even one tenant sell his 
holding with this object. Hardly any small tenant in the west 
of Ireland who has land would give it up in order to emigrate. 
Emigrants in former times were either evicted tenants or else men, 
in a state of hopeless insolvency with a prospect of eviction. When 
it was seen that no holdings could be amalgamated in the manner 
contemplated by the Act of 1891, power was given to the Board 
to purchase estates by authorising the Land Commission, as a 
corporate body, the Board not being such at the time, to hold 
such estates as trustees for the Board. ■ The French estate in the 
County Galway was purchased and resold by the Board under 
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this arrangement, 'and the complete success in a hitherto untried 
method of enlarging tenants’ holdings out of untenanted land 
attracted public attention and ensured an extension of the Board’s 
powers. But the association of the Land Commission with the 
Board for this purpose caused delay owing to some conflict of 
opinion between the two bodies, and therefore an Act was passed 
enabling the Board to appoint members of its own body as 
Trustees with power to hold and dispose of land for the purpose of 
the Act. This expedient continued to exist until the Land Act of 
1909 constituted the Board a Corporate Body with power to buy, 
hold, and resell land, and then for the first time the Board obtained 
an income and powers adequate for dealing with land on a con- 
siderable scale, though some powers that would have been most 
useful were not conferred upon the Board. 

Upon the acquisition of an estate the Board have power to 
resume possession of a holding, and this power is exercised for 
obtaining non-residential holdings for the purpose of increasing 
the size of small holdings, or of otherwise relieving agrarian 
destitution. In a large number of the estates purchased, the 
landlords themselves had besides in their own occupation con- 
siderable quantities of land, and its acquisition by the Board 
enabled new holdings to be formed for migrants, as tenants to be 
removed from some distance are called. Bor such good new hold- 
ings the policy of the Board has been to select as far as possible the 
largest and most prosperous tenants on an overcrowded area, and 
the farms they leave behind are divided among the adjacent small 
tenants, whose condition in a very large number of cases was 
much improved, but in a great many instances the Board found 
it necessary to “ stripe ” townlands on which there were no large 
landholders, and in such cases they were obliged to migrate from 
such townlands tenants of small holdings. This was obviously a 
tedious and expensive way of relieving congestion, as the holdings 
of those who remained could be little increased by the addition 
of the vacated small holdings. No other arrangement, however, 
was possible in the circumstances. In all cases the migrants who 
were selected to migrate from small holdings are succeeding on 


their larger holdings. 

Before describing the effect of the Board’s operations m pur- 
chasing, improving and reselling land, the extent of the trans- 
actions will first be very briefly summarised. Up to the passing of 
the Act of 1909, when its powers and income were increased, the 
Board had purchased— for a sum of £2,261,679—204 estates com- 
prising 397,549 acres of tenanted land and 100,003 acres of un- 
tenanted land, being a total of 497,552 acres. Under the Act of 
1909 the Board were offered for sale 1,038 additional estates com- 
prising 1 735 693 acres of tenanted land and 467 ,833 acres of un- 
tenanted ’land, being a total of 2,203 526 acres. Of these 1 038 
estates the Board have, for a sum of £6,730,525, purchased or 
agreed to purchase 733 estates comprising 1,402,211 acres of 
tenanted land and 365,816 acres of untenanted land, being a total of 
1,768,027 acres. Of the entire number offered the Board refused 
to purchase 57 estates, comprising 48,535 acres, of the estimated 
val U n of £238,143, and the Board’s terms of purchase were re- 
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fused for 81 estates, comprising 64,946 acres' of the estimated 
value of 41254,800. Prom its 'formation to 1914 the Board 
accordingly purchased, or agreed to purchase, 937 estates for a 
sum of 48,991,604, or practically nine million pounds sterling. 

Soon after war was declared Land Purchase was suspended by 
the Treasury, with the result that the Board were obliged to with- 
draw their unaccepted, but still pending, offers for 90 estates, com- 
prising 111,910 acres of tenanted land, and 32,524 acres of un- 
tenanted land, being a total of 144,434 acres, for which the sum 
of 4481,431 had been offered by the Board. Furthermore, the 
Board had valued and were prepared to issue offers for 69 estates 
comprising 122,935 acres of tenanted laud and 31,149 acres of 
untenanted, being a total of 154,084 acres, which had been valued 
at 4458,979. The suspension of Land Purchase, therefore, in- 
volved a- postponement of the acquisition of 159 estates, compris- 
ing 298,518 acres valued at 4940,410, over and above estates that 
had not been offered for sale to the Board prior to the outbreak 
of war. 

In the ten years that have elapsed since 1910 Land Purchase 
operations have been conducted by the Board only from 1910 to 
1914. During this period of five years the Board purchased, as 
above stated, practically three times as much land in value as was 
purchased in the preceding nineteen years ; and , if the war had 
not intervened, it is almost certain that all the land that could 
have been acquired by voluntary sale in the Congested Districts 
■would have been acquired during the five years after August, 1914, 
leaving unsold only unsuitable land or estates in respect of which 
the Board would have to exercise powers for compulsory purchase- 
under the provisions of the Act of 1909. 

The amendment of the Land Purchase Acts as regards the 
financial arrangements, and in some other respects, presents con- 
siderable difficulty, but the Irish Convention of 1917 unanimously 
recommended a detailed scheme for making the resumption of land 
purchase possible. 

The Report of the Irish Convention Sub-Committee on Land 
Purchase explains that they recommend the average rate of pur- 
chase in each county for the automatic rate because they ascer- 
tained there were no records available for smaller areas. 

It is, however, obvious that if the average rate of purchase paid 
for all holdings, good and bad, in each county be applied to all un- 
sold holdings in that county that the good holdings will be sold at 
lower prices than similar holdings were sold at in the past and the 
bad holdings will be sold at higher prices. The very poor con- 
gested holdings in Connemara would be sold at the same rate as 
the good holdings in East Galway ;• Erris holdings at the same 
rate as those in the good districts of Ballinrobe, Kilmaine, &c, in 
Mayo ; the Bosses in Donegal at the same rate as those in the 
Baphoe and other good districts of Donegal. 

When purchasing estates it has been the practice of the Board 
to put different rates of purchase on holdings needing re-arrange- 
ment and on holdings which may be sold without alteration. The 
difference in price of these classes varies from 1 to 3 years' 
purchase. 
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-From tables of the estates purchased by the Board and sub- 
mitted to the Convention by Sir Henry Doran on behalf of the 
Board, it was shown that the prices actually paid by the Board 
for estates in the congested areas were on an average 2s. in the £ 
less than the automatic rate would be. The Board’s prices in- 
clude the liquidation of all arrears, whereas the Convention Beport 
proposes that the landlord should be entitled to collect the arrears 
due in addition to receiving automatically the average price paid 
throughout the county under the Act of 1903. It appears obvious 
to the Board that a congested estate needing a considerable out- 
lay of public money in order to prepare it for re-sale cannot be 
regarded as of the same value as an estate which comprises hold- 
ings which can be sold in their present condition without altera- 
tion. Section 1, sub-section (5) of the Act of 1903 draws a marked 
distinction between a congested estate and another estate, for if 
a property came within the definition of a congested estate the 
“ zone ” terms do not apply, and no advance w'ould be made for 
the purchase of such an estate without a full inspection and 
valuation. In the opinion of the Board this shows that there 
should be a distinction drawn between congested estates and other 
estates. 

The question of the resumption of land purchase will presum- 
ably engage the attention of Parliament when other pressing 
difficulties are cleared away, and it is hoped that the points re- 
ferred to will be suitably dealt with. 


PROCEDURE PRIOR TO RE-SALE. 

Valuations and negotiations for purchase occupy much time 
and require knowledge and judgment, and the remedial operations 
cannot be started until possession of the land is acquired. An 
official staff of inspectors, valuers, and surveyors has been 
trained, and as soon as an estate is handed over to them for treat- 
ment, a scheme, accompanied by a map, is prepared, showing 
how tenants’ holdings will be consolidated, enlarged and improved 
and at what estimated cost. Many single holdings at the time 
of purchase by the Board are in numerous detached and widely- 
separated plots, and, in the scheme for re-arrangement, an effort 
is made to re-arrange or “ stripe ” the holdings where desirable. 
Again, where untenanted land has been acquired at a distance 
from small or “uneconomic” holdings, new farms are carved 
out of the untenanted land, upon which new houses are built for 
men who will be likely to make such larger holdings profitable 
and who will, as before explained, leave their former land for 
the enlargement of small adjacent) or neighbouring holdings. 
Tact and infinite patience are requisite on the part of the Board’s 
officials in “ striping” so that the re-arrangement scheme may 
receive general approval from the tenants ; and this is practically 
always the result when land is available for enlarging holdings. 

In the treatment of estates prior to resale the Board do not 
erect buildings for any tenant who is not obliged to move from 
his residence either as a migrant or as the result of the re-arrange- 
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ment of the holdings on the estate, but all tenants who desire to 
build new houses or improve their existing houses may obtain 
from the Board financial assistance sufficient to cover the cost of 
necessary roofing materials, joinery, flooring, cement, and skilled 
labour, but the tenant has to provide without assistance from the 
Board the stones, sand, and unskilled labour. When the Poor- 
Law Valuation of a tenant’s holding does not exceed £4 he may, 
under the present conditions, obtain as a free grant 4130 of the 
total assistance given to him, and the remainder, in the form of 
an advance repayable as part of the purchase annuity of his 
holding. If the valuation of his holding be over 434 and not ex- 
ceeding 437 he gets 4320 of the assistance as a Free Grant. If the 
valuation be over 437 none of the assistance is given as a Free 
Grant, but it is all repaid either in cash or as part of the purchase- 
annuity of the holding. Most of the houses on the Board’s 
estates have been built or improved by the tenants themselves. 
Fences, drains, and roads have to a large extent been made at the 
expense of the Board, but sometimes roads and drains have been 
made by the Board with such contributions from the tenants as 
may be arranged. 

Up to the 31st March, 1919, a sum of 431,556,565 was spent on 
Improvement Works on estates purchased by the Board. During 
the war, owing to the necessity for increased tillage, the Board’s 
labourers were set free for agricultural work in Spring and 
Autumn. The increased rate of wages and the higher prices of 
plant and building materials made it impossible for the Board to 
carry out their improvements at the pre-war estimate of cost. 
An increased income has not yet been voted by Parliament to meet 
the heavy additional cost that must be incurred in administration 
and in the execution of every scheme and project of the Board 
in all branches of its operations. A corresponding increase of 
income will be necessary, as the Board, when work was brisk 
before the war, suffered from insufficiency of income and was 
obliged to curtail injuriously some of its projects. During the war 
the savings from income were earmarked for the improvement of 
the estates upon which work could not be carried out during the 
war for the reasons already mentioned. The savings that have 
been made during the war for the improvement of particular 
estates prior to resale were assigned at the pre-war rate of ex- 
penditure and, therefore, will not effect more than one-third of 
the specified improvements, Having regard to the increase in the 
cost of materials and of the rate of wages. While savings were 
made out of income assigned to the improvement of estates, the 
Board’s expenditure in respect of the development of fisheries and 
industries increased greatly and fully absorbed the appropriations 
usually made under these heads. 

TENANTS’ HOUSES AND OUT-OFFICES, &c. 

A considerable part of the expenditure on the improvement of 
holdings was incurred in building and improving houses. The 
number of houses and out-offices built or improved is 13,216, at 
a cost of £747,698 in cash, while if the value of the labour of 
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tenants be included the value of the work done is at least doubled. 
The following table summarises estimates for the headings of such 
outlay : —

A further sum of ±13,444 was lent for house improvement to 
tenant-purchasers, that is, tenants who had purchased generally 
otherwise than through the Board, and adopting the same ratio as 
m the Parish Committee Scheme it may be assumed that the 
work done by tenant-purchasers was worth about ±50,000. 

Similarly as regards the ±171,701 expended by tenants as 
mentioned in Division I. of the Table, the value' of this work 
might be estimated at ±600,000; and for the ±10,220 in the 
followmg entry for joint work of Board and tenants, the value 
of the work might be estimated at ±30,000.

District Counties by 78.4 per cent. In the poorest districts this 
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most, satisfactory result was due mainly to the operations of the 
Board under their Housing and Parish Committee Schemes. In 
the eastern part of the Congested Districts, where land is better 
and where agricultural labourers are employed, the improvement is 
very largely due to the erection of cottages under the Labourers' 
Acts administered by Rural District Councils under the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, but in these districts also the 
Congested Districts Board contributed much to the improvement 
in housing, as the new houses for migrants are chiefly in the 
better districts. It is certain that the census of 1921 will show 
a continued improvement as regards housing, for most of their 
migrants’ houses have been built since the census of 1911. 


RESALE OF LAND. 

Of the 2,265,579 acres purchased, or agreed to be purchased, 
for a sum of £8,991,604 the Board have already resold to tenants 
725,929 acres for £4,193,696. Even greater progress would have 
been made but for the impossibility of getting labourers during 
the war, as those who did not serve in the Army and Navy were 
employed in. tillage and munitions work. From the year 1910 
inclusive to the 31st March, 1919, 474,674 acres have been re- 
sold for £3,025,206. These figures represent the number of 
resale agreements that have been executed, irrespective of whether 
the purchase money has yet been paid to the landlords by the 
Land Commission. The sum of £4,193,696 also includes holdings 
sold for cash to tenants and accommodation land sold for Glebe 
houses, plots for labourers’ cottages, and other public purposes. 
Commonage sold to tenants in undivided shares in connection 
with holdings is also included. In the case of sales of land by the 
Board the following list gives an indication of the nature of the 
transactions : —

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In order to understand why so many holdings, as comprised 
in the foregoing classes 1 and 2, were sold as they were, or without 
increase in value, it must be borne in mind that the sea-coast of 
Donegal, Mayo, Galway, Kerry, and West Cork is inhabited 
almost altogether by occupiers of small holdings, and that there 
is practically no untenanted land in such districts out of which en- 
largement of holdings, . or new holdings, could be effected. These 
very small tenancies cannot in themselves provide a comfortable 
livelihood, but a considerable quantity of food for home consump- 
tion is grown, and the receipts for live stock and eggs are substan- 
tial. To make more than a bare support these people must look to a 
development of fisheries and industries such as have already been 
alluded to. In the foregoing Table the number of new holdings, 
and holdings materially benefited by enlargements is 9,911, out 
of which number it is estimated that 6,442, or practically two- 
thirds of the number, were in those parts of the Counties Mayo, 
Roscommon and Galway, chiefly inland, where large tracts of un- 
tenanted land were purchased by the Board. Nearly all the un- 
tenanted land of good tillage or grazing quality is situate in the 
inland parts of these three counties, where new or enlarged hold- 
ings have been formed to an extent that has changed the whole 
face of that part of the Congested Districts. Families have been 
settled in good farms sufficient for a comfortable life, with 
healthy dwelling-houses. 

In the year 1891 the people whose condition has been im- 
proved were struggling for a living on little holdings of cutaway 
bog, moor, or exhausted land of poor quality, while tantalisingly 
close to them were tracts of land used only for the grazing of 
cattle and sheep. The marvellous change where the Land Pur- 
chase operations of the Board have been finished can hardly be 
understood without personal inspection by those who knew the 
country before the Board purchased the estates. But even those 
who had not such previous knowledge can see new or improved 
houses, with compact, well-fenced farms, tilled and grazed in a 
manner that is highly creditable in the first years of occupancy 
by those who, a few years before, lived in unhealthy hovels with 
little plots of unproductive soil, that obliged the men to go as 
labourers to England and to leave their crops to be attended to by 
wives and children. 

The Board still own a considerable quantity of untenanted 
land in the same and adjoining districts, to be used for making 
many more families comfortable and independent , but there is not 
enough untenanted land in the Congested Districts to do all that 
ought to be done for enlarging small holdings. For any land that 
is taken from stock-farmers the price to be paid by the Board is 
fixed by an independent court that considers carefully and allows 
for the^ profits derived from grazing by the occupiers of such pas- 
ture land. 
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improvement works on estates other than 

HOUSING. 

Up to the 31st March, 1919, a sum of £418,280 5s. 5d. has 
been spent in the making of roads. A large amount has also been 
spent on the drainage of land. Arterial drainage in Ireland is 
beset with legal and other difficulties in the present state of the 
law. Otherwise the expenditure of the Board under this head 
would have been much greater. Drainage schemes can be carried 
out by loans, as tenants will benefit so much by drainage that 
they will cheerfully acquiesce in paying off their share of the loan 
b v annual instalments . 

MISCELLANEOUS OPERATIONS. 

The other activities of the Board comprise the subsidising of a 
few local coasting services by steamers, guaranteeing the Post 
Office against loss upon the extension of Telegraph and Money 
Order Offices ; contributing in some exceptional localities tow'ards 
the provision of nurses for the sick. Numerous fishery landing- 
places and other marine works have been constructed by the 
Board since 1891 at a total cost of £108,057 15s. 3d. Many of 
the places where these landing-places were made are now 
prosperous fishing ports. 

PREVIOUS DISTRESS OR FAMINE. 

In the foregoing condensed sketch of results an effort has been 
made to indicate what the Congested Districs Board have effected 
in various fields of their operations. In conclusion it will be shown 
that, by the agency of the Board and otherwise, the necessity 
for having recourse to Parliamentary votes for the relief of distress 
has been minimised, if it has not altogether disappeared. 

In the year 1897, that is, six years after the Board entered 
upon its duties, there was a serious failure of the potato crop, and 
on the 10th August there was a debate in the House of Commons 
when Mr. Michael Davitt called attention to the inadequacy of 
the measures adopted by the Government. He remarked that 
“the periodical character of the distress was fixed in the social 
condition of the people of the West of Ireland, and, unless a 
barrier was erected against the recurrence, it was almost sure that 
within the next six or seven years Irish Members would again 
have to ask for further relief. He was well within the mark when 
he estimated that the periods of distress in Ireland during the 
century had entailed an expenditure of eight or ten millions of 
public money, and he wished to bring home to the people of 
England how much cheaper it would be to take measures for im- 
proving the industrial conditions of Ireland. ” . 

Mr Arthur Balfour, as First Lord of the Treasury, m his 
reply to Mr. Davitt, stated : “In Ireland when these periodical 
distresses have occurred, it is true that from time to time this 
House has been asked to come to the assistance of the poor agri- 
culturists in the West of Ireland, and the taxpayer generally has 
been required to subscribe to the assistance of one particular class 
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ment of Ireland lies partly in historical causes to which 1 do 
thmk it necessary or desirable to allude, but even more in h! 
special circumstances of the case.” In discussing possibl^ 
remedies Mr. Balfour went on to say : — * e 

•' You may increase the variety of the agricultural products 
or you may increase the number of trades or professions which 
these people have at their disposal. Both of these objects oiwht 
to be aimed at by anybody who desires to remedy the distress in 
the M-est of Ireland. We may point to the action of the Con- 
gesteci Districts Board as one machinery by which the variety of 
industries has been augmented. Everybody knows how difficult 
that otreration is. Everybody acquainted with the history of 
economics knows that it is no simple matter to introduce a new 
industry, cottage or other industries, artificially in a population 
where there is neither the education nor that natural aptitude 
which comes from generations of experience, and where the 
capital is not forthcoming from local or other sources in order to 
supply the necessary machinery and plant for the new industry it 
is desirable to found. There remains only one other method, so 
far as I know, by which the variety may lie obtained, and that is 
by gradually increasing the size of the holdings in the occupation 
of those agriculturists who have neither fishing to supplement the 
agricultural industry, or other industries than fishing. Unless 
we can increase the size of the holdings, I. cannot see how it is 
possible altogether to prevent the recurrence of these periodical 
seasons of distress when the potato disease makes its periodical 
visitations. 1 think the Congested Districts Board lias done much 
to remedy that, and is in process of doing more.” 


Mr. Davitt did not much, if at all, over-estimate the amount 
that had been spent for the relief of Irish distress and famine. 
In the year 1890-91, the year before the Board was established, 
in addition to a Seed Supply Loan of £261,541 13s. 2d., a sum of 
£177,564 Is. 4d. was expended for the relief of distress, and 
since then similar expenditure has been incurred in the following 
years : —

When noting the total expenditure for relief of distress since 
the Board was established it should also be borne in mind that in 
the year 1879-80, or eleven years before the Board was formed, 
in addition to a Seed Supply Loan of £598,306 10s. 9d. a total 
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sum of £357 ,087 13s. 6d. was expended on relief works by the 
Government, by the Dublin Mansion House Committee, by the 
Duchess of Marlborough’s Committee, and by the Trustees for 
a. Grant of a Hundred Thousand Dollars by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. In the twelve years before the Board was appointed a 
sum of £565,014- 9s. 10d’. was spent upon relief works in addition 
to large Seed Supply Loans, while in the subsequent twenty-eight 
years, the period of the Board’s existence, a sum of only £100,004 
was expended in the relief of distress. During the last eleven 
years no money was voted by Parliament for the relief of distress 
in Ireland. 

The Board disclaimed in its Nineteenth Annual Report to 
Parliament any claim to exclusive credit for the improvement 
that had taken place, and it also mentions concurrent factors in 
melioration. It is, however, to the Board that the main credit is 
due for the surprising and happy change that has so far taken 
place. It will take some years before the re-settlement of the 
land of the West of Ireland is completed, and before the tenantry 
are, as far as possible, fixed in farms that will enable them to live 
decent, self-supporting lives in healthy homes. The industrial 
re-generation wall take even more time. Industries and fisheries 
will continue to need development and guidance until they are 
firmly established and so become independent of further attention. 
Successful industries in all countries have been fostered directly 
or indirectly until they were put on their feet, and it will be the 
duty of the Congested Districts Board to complete the task, in 
which so great progress has been made.

ESTATES. 


The suspension by the Treasury of the purchase of estates 
through the Board under the Land Purchase Acts is still in force. 
The subject is referred to on page 6 of Annual Report for year 
ending 31st March, 1917, and on page 5 of Annual Report for 
year ending 31st March, 1918. No estates, to the purchase of 
which the Board were not committed before the Spring of 1915, 
were brought under the Land Acts during the year ending 31st 
March, 1919. J n 

The operations of the Board in connection with estates during 
the year dealt with in this Report were therefore confined to the 
preparation for sale of the estates in hands. This work did not 
proceed as rapidly or satisfactorily as we would wish, but we are 
satisfied that everything was done by our Staff that could be 
done, consistent with efficiency, to hasten the work. The delay 
was chiefly caused by the impossibility of securing as much labour 
as was required to get the necessary work completed without 
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interfering with the available labour for the cultivation of land 
devoted to food production. 

During the year dealt with in this Report the conditions 
arising from the War, referred to in the Annual Report 
for the year ending 31st March, 1916, remained the same. 
There was no new factor materially affecting our work, with the 
result that there is nothing of special interest to narrate that is 
not referred to in previous Reports. The progress made' in the 
various branches of the estates works is recorded' in the tabular 
returns in this Report, which are brought up to date in the same 
form as previously published. 

The following table gives a summary of the transactions re- 
lating to the purchase of estates by the Board from its formation 
in 1891 to the 31st March, 1919 : —

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Tillage and Food Supply. 

Last year the area tilled on lands in the Board’s hands was 
about 4,000 acres. No new land was let for con-acre tillage durim' 
the year ending 31st March, 1919, but nearly all that had been let 
for con-acre during the previous year was again under tillage 
including first crop grass for meadow. This year the area let m 
con-acre was about 3,000 acres, and in addition there were at 
least 300 acres of tilled land on the area which was permanently 
disposed of after December, 1918, and of which the Board were 
rateable owners as the Poor Law Valuation was not revised before 
the Summer and Autumn of 1919. 

The tabulated return on page 33 of this Report for year ending 
31st March, 1919, shows that the Board had on hands on that 
date 48,261 acres of land classified as arable, but it is important 
to bear in mind that according to the Board’s classification of 
untenanted land, all that is not classified as turbary or cutaway 
bog, mountain or rough grazing, plantations, water and waste, 
is included in the category of arable land, and that a very large 
proportion of this is quite unfit for profitable tillage. The Board’s 
classification of arable includes a large area of low-lying land, too 
wet in its undrained condition to be tilled, rocky pasture land, 
shallow soils, and some very poor land which is unsuitable for con- 
acre, being incapable of producing remunerative food crops with 
the aid of artificial manures. 

The Department of Agriculture recognised these facts, and after 
inspection of some of the Board’s untenanted lands accepted the 
areas which the Board caused to be cultivated last year as sufficient 
compliance ■with the requirements of the Food Production Act. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1919, the Board disposed 
of 25,732 acres of land, of which 9,719 acres were arable, and 
during the same year the Board got possession of 6,287 acres, of 
which 3,813 acres were arable. On the 31st March, 1918, the 
Board had on hands -54,167 acres of arable land, and on the 31st 
March, 1919, 48,261 acres remained in their hands.

ERECTION AND IMPROVEMENT OP DWELLING- 
HOUSES AND ERECTION OF OUT-OFFICES. 

During the year ending 31st March, 1919, 97 dwelling-houses 
and 87 out-offices were erected by us on new or re-arranged hold- 
ings on our estates at a total cost of f26,545, and 132 dwelling- 
houses and 62 out-offices were erected or substantially improved 
by tenants themselves at a total cost to the Board of 418, 465. 

Further particulars of this scheme are given in Appendix 
XVI., page 65. 

What the Board decided to do in order to provide timber from 
plantations on the Board’s estates is explained on page 11 of the 
Annual Report for the year ending 31st March, 1918, but, owing 
to labour difficulties the Claremorris Saw Mills were closed for 
some months, and when re-opened it was not found possible to 
supply timber without charging a greatly increased price, which 
the persons who are now supplied have to pay. 

HOUSE IMPROVEMENT LOANS TO TENANT- 
PURCHASERS. 

As stated in our previous Reports the Board have, for financial 
reasons, suspended the making of loans for house improvement 
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to tenant-purchasers, except in some special cases. Appendix 
XVII., page 66, gives particulars of such loans made during the 
year, and Appendix XVIII., page 67, shows the total number 
and amount of loans made during the nine years ended 3]st 
March, 1919. 


LOANS TO TENANTS FOR THE PURCHASE OP LIVE

RECLAMATION OE LAND. 

The following extracts are taken from the Inspector’s report of 
a scheme of reclamation of part of the Garraun marshes, Ventrv 
Estate, Co. Kerry, designed and successfully carried out in the year 
1914-1915, under the supervision of Mr. A. H. McLean, B.E., the 
Board’s Senior Inspector for Counties Kerry and Cork. The 
embankment was very well made and remains in perfect condition. 
The occupiers of the enclosed lands are quite satisfied with what 
has been done, and altogether the scheme is considered a great 
success, which it is gratifying to record two or three years after the 
tidal embankment and main improvement works were completed : 

“ The area of land directly subject to tidal flooding situated 
in the townlands of Garraun East and West was 426a. 2r. Op. 
Over a large portion of this area in the past it was the custom 
to cut "bent straw, and the occupying tenants derived a small 
revenue from the sale of Ibis straw for the purpose of thatching 
houses, and crops. In addition a few sheep were grazed on 
it during the summer, there being a small knoll on it over 
which the tide did not flow. Very few' cattle were grazed on 
it, as the difficulty in protecting them from the tides and 
dangerous holes was too troublesome and involved constant 
attention. The greater portion of the area above (426a. 2r. Op.) 
was held by the tenants of Garraun East in common, com- 
prising 339 acres, and the balance 97J acres, by the tenants 
in Garraun West and Keen townlands. Prior to the Board 
undertaking the erection of the embankment the tenants in 
Garraun East agreed to surrender to the Board the area 
to the West of the main canal intersecting this marsh 
from the county road’ to the sea front for the purpose of 
distributing same among the tenants in Garraun West who 
had only a small area of marsh, and also small holdings; and 
this was made a condition before the work was undertaken, 
with the further condition that the cost of the undertaking 
would be recoverable in the form of an increased annuity 
chargeable over the area reclaimed from the sea and appor- 
tioned in proportion to the value of the land reclaimed. All 
these particulars were furnished to the tenants prior to the 
work being commenced. This was begun in June, 1914, 
and the embankment was completed in October, 1914, at one 
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eriod. over 25U men being employed in the erection of. the 
embankment. Owing to the series of indentations by the 
sea adjoining this marsh it was not practicable to take in the 
wliole area. The area actually recovered from the sea is 
315a 3r. 20p., the balance of 110 acres being outside the 
embankment off which the tenants will be able to procure 
sufficient straw for sale. The expenditure on the embankment 
exceeded the original estimate owing to the fact that the 
average wage in this district had to be increased by 25 per 
cent, principally with the object, of securing sufficient men 
to complete the embankment prior to the winter, and partlv 
owing to the fact that tenants were paid the higher rate ot 
wages on an adjoining' estate. 

“ The original scheme did not provide for the internal 
fencing of the plots, but the tenants to whom the plots were 
allotted requested that this would be done, and agreed to pay 
an increased price including the cost of fencing. Consequently , 
all the plots as allotted have been fenced. 

' ' In addition to the accommodation road necessary for the 
proper access to the plots, a new road has been made iroui 
the sea to the main road connecting up the new pier which 
has been erected outside the embankment, the old pier being 
rendered useless by the erection of the embankment across the 
main canal. This main canal now acts as a main drain 
through which the water discharges by means of automatic 
sluices fixed in the new pier.

and the length is approximately If miles statute. The area of 
land taken in by the embankment has been allotted to 63 
tenants situated in G-arraun East, West and Keen townlands. 
The actual expenditure on the embankment, drains, roads, 
fences and erection of the new pier has been up to 21st July, 
1915, £2,979, and it will take about £40 to complete the pier, 
making the' total expenditure £3,019. The amount recover- 
able under distribution tenancy agreements is £2,950, leaving 
a net loss of £69, by not taking into account the loss owing 
to depreciation in Land Stock price. 

“ It will, however, be necessary to have a sum set aside 
for the maintenance of this embankment, and at least the 
revenue derived from an investment of £500 will be necessary. 

“The improvement in the area now recovered from the 
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tides is remarkable by the increased production of grass ml 
improvement in quality, and during the present summer ' 
large number of dry stock, milch cows and sheep have been 
grazed over this area. The high price which youmr cattle 
have fetched prevented the occupiers from procuring sufficient 
stock to fully graze this area. In addition to the area— viz 
oJJ acres, directly protected from flooding a considerable 
area of the adjoining land which was partly reclaimed has been 
now properly drained and rendered fit for rotation cropping 
“ The tenants express themselves highly satisfied with the 
results already effected and consider the increased annuity 
P a yjble by them as reasonable, leaving a fair margin for 


“After a lapse of about ten years, when the plots are 
properly reclaimed, I hope to see very satisfactory results from 
this reclamation scheme, with a corresponding improvement 
m the welfare of the tenants in the townlands of Garraun 
.hast and West who were considered as amongst the poorest 
on this estate. Already these tenants have enthusiastically 
taken up the House Improvement Scheme, many of them 
erecting new dwellings.” 


SEA FISHERIES. 

Owing to the high prices for fish during the year there have 
been large earnings by fishermen in the Congested Districts 
especially m Kerry and West Cork, where the catch of Mackerel 
was heavy. As was stated in the Board’s last Report, it must not 
be forgotten that boats and fishing-gear cost twice as much as 
before the war, and that the price of clothes, food, and other re- 
quirements has gone up very largely. 


MACKEREL FISHING. 

During the year 1918 a sum of £517,408 was paid to fislier- 
me l 1 ? n landing of the fisli at the various ports in the Con- 
gested Districts on the North-West, West, and South-West of 
leland. The total amount paid during the previous twelve 
months was £226,338, or less than one-half of the earnings of the 
year now under review.

MISCELLANEOUS FISHINGS. 

The statistics as to drift-net and seine-net fishing for mackerel 
and herrings, being collected by the Board’s officials at large fish- 
ing centres are accurate ; but the statistics as to miscellaneous 
fishing cannot be vouched for, though there is no reason to doubt 
their substantial accuracy. A sum of £80,619 is recorded as 
having been paid to fishermen for fish (including shell-fish) caught 
by trawling, long-lines, hand-lines, trammel-nets and dredges, &c. 

Statistical returns as to Fisheries and Fishery-Loan trans- 
actions are given in the Appendices XX. to XXII., pages 68 to 70. 


INDUSTRIES. 

The amount paid for work done at the Board’s Female 
Industrial Classes during the year 1918-19 was £80,360, as com- 
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pared with £55,886 paid in the previous year. The smn of 
£80,360 was earned at the Board’s own classes, it is believed 
that in the County Donegal payments by commercial firms and 
Co-operative Societies exceed the payments made at the Board's 
classes. Similarly in the County Sligo the payments at Benada 
Abbey no doubt exceed the payments at the Board’s classes in that 
county; but the Board do not know the amount of payments by 
commercial manufacturers in the Counties Donegal and Sligo. 

MARINE ENGINEERING WORKS. 

During the year a sum of only £1,699 was spent upon the 
maintenance of landing-places and other marine works; but con- 
siderable projects are before the Development Commission that 
were postponed temporarily at the outbreak of war. 

SUBSIDISED SERVICES OF STEAMERS, MAIL CARS, &c. 

We continue the subsidy in aid of the Steamer Service 
between Galway and the Aran Islands. The curtailment of the 
service has had to be continued owing to the difficulty as regards 
supplies and cost of coal at Galway. 

MILITARY AND WAR SERVICE. ' 

We give in Appendix XXVII., at page 74, a list of the Board’s 
officials who volunteered for Military and War Service, as to 
whom we made some detailed reference in our last Report. 

CHANGES IN MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 

On the resignation of the Rt. Honble. Edward Shortt, the Rt. 
Honble. James I. Macpherson succeeded him as Chief Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant, and as such became an ex-officio member 
of the Board. On the 10th December, 1918, Sir Horace Plunkett 
resigned his seat at this Board, very greatly to the regret of his 
colleagues. He was one of the original members of the Board, 
having been first appointed at the formation of the Board in 1891. 
This vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. Hugh Law, 
Barrister-at-Law, and formerly Member of Parliament for West 
Donegal, who shortly afterwards resigned on his appointment as 
a member of the Housing Committee under the Local Govern- 
ment Board. He was succeeded by the Right Hon. Lord Oran- 
more and Browne, I\.P. 

On the retirement of the Right Hon. Sir Thomas W. Russell, 
Baronet, from the Vice-Presidency of the Department of Agricul- 
ture for Ireland, Mr. Hugh T. Barrie, M.P., was appointed to 
succeed him as Vice-President, and therefore became an ex-officio 
member of the Board. 

Since the date of our last Report we have to record with very 
sincere regret the death of Mr. John Fitzgibbon, w T hose zeal, 
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ability and kindliness gained the respect and affection of his 
colleagues, who, in their association with him for many years, 
appreciated very highly the great value of his services. The 
vacancy thus created was filled by the appointment of Mr. Thomas 
X? Sniyth, formerly Member of Parliament for a Division of 
County Leitrim.
